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Groundbreaking Held For Veterans Memorial Park 


A large gathering was on hana 
on Tuesday, August 30, at the 
grounds of the National Secutity In- 
surance Company, in Elba, to view 
the official groundbreaking ceremo- 
nies for a " Veterans' Memorial 
Park" which will be constructed 
on a two-acre tract at the company’s 
headquarters. 

National Security president Jack 
R. Brunson told those in attendance 
that the plans for the memorial had 
been originated years earlicr, but 
that the upcoming "Alabama Reun- 

‘ion" had provided the spark that 
will turn the plan into a eae 

"This park is being established 
for the men and women from Cof- 
fee County who served with honor 
to protect our country,” said Brun- 
son, "It has been an ambition of 
mine for many years to construct 
such a memorial and I am very 
proud here today to reveal the plans 
for the memorial and take part in 
the beginning of its construction. 
Alabama and Coffee County sent 
thousands of brave citizens to the 
armed forces during times of need 
and many never returned, This mon- 
ument is in honor of those brave 
soldiers who gave the ultimate sac- 
rifice.” 

Pointing out that the monument 
was to honor those who served in 
all branches of the armed service, 
Brunson introduced five local ser- 
vicemen who represented five separ- 
ate branches. Those introduced, who 
also took part in the groundbreak- 
ing ceremonies, included James De- 
vane, Marines; Haywood Grimes, 
Army; Horace Wood, Air Force, 
Roscoe Dealy Coast Guard and 
James Meredith, Navy. 

The first phase of the park will 
feature a five-pointed star, which

will symbolize the five oranches of 
service, and will include a flag rep- 
resenting each branch of service at 
the points of the star. The star will 
be elevated to emphasize that those 
who served went "above and beyond 
the call of duty.” 

The five-point theme will be car- 
ried out throughout the park, with 
five walking lanes leading to the 
star, five steps leading to the elevat- 
ed star, five spouts at the fountain 
and five steps up to the adjoining 
plaza. 

The first phase, expected to be 
completed for a formal dedication 
ceremony on November 10, 1988, 
will cost approximately $40,000 
and construction on the phase will 
begin within days. 

The second phase will include a 
memorial with the names of all 
Coffee County veterans who served 
during the wars and conflicts and 
there will also be a place dedicated 
to those who served their country in 
the National Guard and reserve 
units. 

"We believe that it is no less pa- 
triotic to serve in the guard or re- 
serve and many brave men and 
women were called into active duty 
and never returned,” said Brunson. 
"It is our plan to also honor these 
brave Americans." 

Upon completion, the park will 
be open around the clock and will 
include an electronic eye that will 
trigger music and an introduction 
to the park 

A plaque will be placed at the 
base of the area housing the Nation- 
al Security corporate flag and will 
include words written by Barry 
Brunson, the son of Mr. Jack R. 
Brunson.

Coffee County Commission agrees 
to sell health office in Enterprise 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
Sept.12 at the courthouse in Elba 
and agreed to make preliminary 
plans on the sale of the building 
now housing the county's health de- 
partment offices in Enterprise. 

County attorney Warren Rowe 
told the commissioners that in his 
opinion they needed to advertise 
that the building was for sale and to 
place stipulations in the sale con 
tract to allow the health department 
to remain in the building until a 
new olfice complex is constructed. 

Rowe stated that the commis- 
sion could place a clause in the con- 
tract that would allow the health de 
partment to use the building “rent 
free" for a period of 18-24 months 
and also stipulate that the county be 
paid at the ume of the sale. 

Commission chairman Marion 
Brunson stated he was not against 
the sale of the building or the con- 
struction of a new building, but 
warned the commission not to “sell 
the house until you have another 
one to move in to.” 

Rowe again said it would cause 
no problem if the health department 
remained in the building after its 
sale and the commission agreed to 
advertise the building as being for 
sale, with Commissioners Robert 
Stevens and Jimmy Bryan voting 
against the plan. 

County engineer Mark Pool pre- 
sented the commission with a de- 
tailed study showing the expense 
incurred by allowing seven employ- 
ces of the county's highway depart- 
ment to take their county vehicles 
home at night. 

According to Pool's statistics, 
theseven vehicles travel a total of 
approximately 40,000 miles per 
year going to and from the employ- 
ees’ homes at an annual estimated 
expense of $1,900. 

"Being so close to Ft. Rucker 
makes it hard to keep good employ- 
ees,” stated Pool, "and I feel the ad- 
ditional cost of $1,900 to allow 
these employees to take their vehi- 
clés home is not that bad. It’s cer- 
tainly cheaper than it would take *

Pool also added that the employ 
ees having access to their vehicles

“In my opinion," declared Brad- 
ley, “when you can't get a school 
bus filled with children out of a 
ditch it is an emergency.”

What is the role of the hus- 
band in the Christiar’ home? 


Concering the husband, Paul writes, “the husband is the head of the wife, 
even as Christ is the head of the church" (Eph. 5:23), The husband's head- 
ship in the Christian home means that he has tremendous responsibilities 
both to his wife and to his family. Having discussed the role of the wife in 
the Christian home, Peter summarizes the role of the husband: "Likewise, 
ye husbands, dwell with them according to knowledge, giving honor unto 
the wife, as unto the weaker vessel, and as being heirs together of the grace 
of life; that your prayers be not hindered" (1 Peter 3:7), 

Peter first aavties husbands to "dwell with them.” This means much 
more than living with a wife, sharing meals and the bedroom, but it literally 
means to have the closest of relationships, a kind of "deep down" together- 
ness. Upon this foundation, initiated by the husband, the marriage relation 
ship is built. Too often the husband is merely a passive provider, rather than 
an active head of the home. Among the qualifications for elders, the ideal for 
all husbands, the elder is to be one who "ruleth (manages) well his own 
house" (1 Tim. 3:4-5), "Dwelling" with a wife rules out the substitution so 
many men make in the home, that of "providing a living," instead of shar- 


ing a life. 


Peter advises husbands to “dwell with them according to knowledge.” The 
success a husband has in dwelling with his wife will be in direct proportion 
to how well he knows her. The husband should know the deepest fears, 
longings, goals, and cares of his wife. This can be known only when the 
lines of communication are open and working, Lack of communication in 
marriage has been called "Marriage'’s Number One Killer." The attitude every 
husband and wife should have is expressed in these words of love: "O my 
dove, thou art in the clefts of the rock, in the secret places of the stairs, let 
me see thy countenance, let me hear thy voice; for sweet is thy voice, and 
thy countenance is lovely" (Song of Solomon 2:14), 

The role of the husband might be summed up in Peter's command for the 
husband to be "giving honor unto the wife.” Chivalry is largely unknown 
today. There was really no such thing in first century, when wives had little 
or no rights, But the man following in Christ's steps will try to be that 
"knight in shining armor" his wife needs. "Giving honor" literally means to 
"grant," or “assign” hionor to the wife, simply because she is a wife. While 
most men really do love and honor their wives, that love and honor is not 
demonstrated often enough. When this is shown, the husband and wife will 
have a true partnership in the home, and barriers between God and man will 


be lowered.

The Elba Tigers will try to 
claim their second win in only five 
days Friday night when they host 
the Opp Bobcats in the renewal of 
one of the south Alabama's oldest 
football rivalries. 

Elba will carry a 3-0 record into 
the contest after posting wins over 
Cottonwood 39-0, Louisville 57-0 
and Luverne 14-0, while Opp will 
bring a 2-1 record into the battle, 
having lost its season opener to 
Monroe County 20-0, but rebound- 
ing to defeat Troy 10-7 and Ever- 
green 7-0, 

“Opp has a very good football 
team that is filled with confidence 
after two straight wins and we 
know they'll be fired up when they 
come to town Friday night,” said 
Elba's Coach Mack Wood. "On of- 
fense Opp is similar to us in that 
they run out of an I formation and 
run the same basic plays that we 
do. They have good speed in the 
backfield, big linemen and a quarter- 
back who can option as well as 
pass. Their offense hasn't put a lot 
of points on the scoreboard, but 
their last two games were played in 
the rain and that has slowed'em 
down. Over on defense they have 
good size and are again similar to 
us in that they use a five-man front 
with two linebackers. Opp has a 
very big defensive line that is ex- 
tremely strong, two outstanding 
linebackers and on defense the entre 
team is quick. They like to move 
around and stunt and try to confuse 
the offense. Don't let what Opp did 
last year fool'ya, they have a solid 
team and will come to Elba to win 
the football game.” 

"For us to win we'll have to re- 
cover quickly from Monday night's 
physical game with Luverne and 
eliminate our mistakes," added 
Wood. "We haven't had a great deal 
of time to scout Opp because of 
playing Monday, but we'll just 
have to be alert in practice and try 
to squeeze a week's work into two 
days. Our offense looked good at

charges by State Ethics Commission 


The Alabama State Ethics Com- 
mission met last week to discuss 
charges filed against Elba mayor 
Bob English and ruled that it had 
found no evidence of any violations 
committed by the mayor. 

Howard McKenzie, a member of 
the commission, reported on Wed- 
nesday, Sept.14, that following a 
hearing with Elba city attorney 
Mark Vaughan the commission 
found no violations.

No decision yet on New Brockton mayoral deadlock 


Citizens in New Brockton are 
still wondering this week just who 
will become their next mayor and 
city officials are also puzzled as to 
which set of councilmen will do the 
actual choosing. 


Incumbent James Driskell and 
councilman Robert Miles each re- 
ceived 215 votes in last week's run- 
off election in the city and while it 
has been decided that it will be up 
to the council to break the tie, the 


County DA to take action to recover 
missing funds in Sheriff's Dept. 


The Coffee County District At- 
torney's office revealed last week 
that on June 17, 1988, Sheriff Brice 
Paul had requested assistance from 
the office concerning a shortage of 
funds that had been detected in the 
pistol license fund in the Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department, in the 
Enterprise division. 

According to a press release from 
the District Attorney's office, the 
Department of Public Examiners of 
Public Accounts had discovered a 
shortage in the local fund of $5,250 
during a recent audit. 

An investigation was conducted 
by the District Attorney's office and 


last week all evidence discovered 
during the investigation was pre- 
sented to the Coffee County Grand 
Jury. 

The Grand Jury found insuffi- 
cient evidence to bring formal 
charges against any individuals and 
made several recommendations in 
an effort to prevent future shortag- 
es. 

Sheriff Paul stated that he had 
implemented the changes made by 
both the Grand Jury and state exam- 
iners, 

District Attorney Joel Folmar 
plans to file civil action as required 
by law to recover the shortage. 


Elba Water & Electric Board told 
residential sales down $60,000 


The Elba Water & Electric Board 
met Tuesday at 5 p.m. with a very 
short agenda. The only item on the 
printed schedule was approving the 
bills for payment. They totaled 
$22,659.04. 

During the short meeting, mem- 
bers were also briefed on the status 
of two bids recently awarded by the 
Board. 

A psoject to install a larger water 
line on Twin Oaks Road (off High- 
way 84 East) was awarded to Rus- 
sell Construction Company of Elba 
on a bid of $16,000 for labor alone. 
The city will purchase the pipe, es- 
timated to cost around $14,000, 
thus saving some in that depart- 
ment. 

The complete replacement of the 
sewer pumping station at the la- 
goon was also let on a bid basis and 
the re low bidder entered a 
cost of $33,000 for the project. The 
contractor on this project will be 
Blankenship and Lee. This is the fi- 
nal pump before all the sewage in 


dba goes into the-lagoons. 


Work on both projects is‘sched- 
uled to begin immediately. 

A review of the utility accounts 
by the board showed $14,895.54 in 


delinquent bills. This included two 
commercial accounts . . . one of 
$2602.17 and another of $7076.16. 
Board Secretary D. M. English stat- 
ed he expected both to be paid be- 
fore the end of the month. Six ac- 
counts on this total are listed as 
already having their meters re- 
moved. 

Board member Jack Prescott 
questioned one of these bad ac- 
counts, noting this customer had 
had their meter removed while he 
was city clerk for non-payment. He 


was told it would be checked to see 


if that original bill had been paid 
before the re-connect as board poli- 
cy requires, 

Bad checks totaled $5645.76, 
three of which have already been 
turned over to the courts for collec- 
tion, 

Vice Chairman Mickey Murdock, 
presiding in the place of absent 
Chairman Oscar Vaughan, noted 
that residential electric sales were 
down almost $60 thousand from 
last year. This also reflected a drop 
in power purchased but cut into the
